55. (Currently Amended) A method of constructing a comer for a floor tub of a tent 
or canopy, comprising: 

attaching two portions of a two layer fabric material so as to form a three-dimensional 
comer, the attachment c f the two portions forming a seam, the two layer fabric materid 
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comprising a first layer of fabric material extending against a second layer of fabric material, the 
three-dimensional coro;r being configured so that the second layer of fabric material extends 
over an interior portion of the three-dimensional corner; 

turning the thre :-dimensional comer inside out to form an inverted, three-dimensional 
corner wherein the second layer of fabric material extends over an exterior portion of the 
inverted, three-dimensi anal corner; ami 

attaching walls Df the tent or canopy to the floor tub : and 

forming a tab on an apex of the inverted three-dimensional corner bv pinchi ng ' the apex 
of the inve rted three-di tnensional corner together and connecting the pinched apex t o form the 
tab. 

56. (Previoi sly Presented) The method of claim 55, wherein the two 
portions of the two layer fabric material are attached so that excess materials for the two portions 
at the seam extend adja sent to one another and on an exterior of the three-dimensional corner, 
and wherein turning th< three-dimensional corner inside out comprises turning the excess 
materials toward an int'irior portion of the inverted, three-dimensional corner. 

57. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 56, further comprising, 
arranging the excess materials to one side of the seam and extending a second sheet of fabric 
material over the interior portion. 

58. (Previou sly Presented) The method of claim 55, further comprising 
extending a second she<st of fabric material over the interior portion. 

59. (Previou sly Presented) The method of claim 55, wherein the first and 
second portions of the t #o layer fabric material are attached by stitching. 

60. (Previoi .sly Presented) The method of claim 55, wherein the firsi: layer of 
fabric material includes a first notch formed therein and defining first side edges, and wherein the 
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second layer of fabric naterial includes a second notch defining second side edges, and wherein 
the first side edges are .digned with the second side edges. 

61 . (Previoi sly Presented) The method of claim 55, wherein the inverted 
three-dimensional correr comprises three sides, and wherein the second layer of fabric material 
extends over an exterior portion of each of the three sides of the inverted three-dimensional 
corner. 

62. (Previoi. sly Presented) The method of claim. 6 1 , further comprising 
extending a second she ;t of fabric material over the interior portion. 

63. (Previoi sly Presented) The method of claim 62, wherein the second sheet 
of fabric material comr. rises a sealing tape.

seam, the two layer fabric material comprising a first layer of fabric material extending against a 
second layer of fabric :naterial, the three-dimensional corner being configured so that the second 
layer of fabric material extends over an interior portion of the three-dimensional comer; 

turning the three-dimensional corner inside out to form an inverted, three-dimensional 
corner wherein the sec md layer of fabric material extends over an exterior portion of the three- 
dimensional comer, 

sealing a secon i sheet of fabric material to an interior of the inverted, three-dimensional 
comer; and 

attaching walls of the tent or canopy to the floor tu b; and 

forming a tab o n an apex of the inverted three-dimensional comer by pinchi n g the apex 
of the inverted three-d mensional corner together and connecting the pinched apex to form the 
tab.
